Adair county, when a wall of 
water fourteen or fifteen feet high 
1 a small stream, which 
is through the town, destroying 
rerything in Its path, washing away 
ires, houses, stables, in Tact every- 
ing, and snuffing out the lives of 21 
men and children in a few 
time. 

The family of State Senator L. C. 
Nell, a cousin of Mrs. E. M. Nell, of 
this city, was wiped out of evistence, 
his wife and four children being 
drowned. Luckily for him he was 
away on a visit to a patient and es- 
caped. 

Several other families were simi- 
larly afflicted. 

In addition to the terrible loss of 
life the property I0S3 was over $75,- 



Gradyville was a prosperous little 
town of some 300 inhabitants. And 
where was once a stirring little town 
is now a horrible pile ot wrecked 
bomes. The buildings were some of 
them washed three and four miles 
from their former positions, and the 
bodies or the drowned were carried 
even further. The body of one son 
of Dr. Nell was found in a tree more 
than fourteen feet from the ground. 

Altogether it was one of the most 
terrible calamities that ever visited 
that section of Kentucky, and, in pro- 
portion to population, the most de- 
structive ever known in Kentucky.
